FArd8RT8 bighly iofripged,:bis\Lond{hip.neverthe- 
E proffergd to be renewed and,confirmed by him 
apan condition ,* that» the Goverment of MHgiers 
Gquly begbliged jo x irthe loſſes and dammages 
the Fxgl;/h Nation had Tuffered, and to? reſtore the 
Shins, Mereharidizes, and all Emnglif hey had made 
ſlaves, and henceforth notto.mpleſt agy Exglib ſhip, 
or to ſearch it” to rake away any Commodities or 
people qut of, them, or. that in.default_thereof his 
Lordthip-had orders to denonnce a war to them. 
--Fhe 'De _ 'underſtood* his. Lordſhips 
deſife, ,promifed to make a report thereof to the 
Goyernment, 'and' to ,return their anſwer without 
fail oy the fifteenth. pat Ps 
 Onthe 13th. three other Deputies came back to 
the' EngliſhFleet, where a Council of, war being cal-' 
ledrogether, reg ctared that oe Fae, tthem -- 
ſelves not at alf obliged'to reftore to the King of 
Hap CRBeT MPs or goods, or ſlaves, and parti- 
cularty that the before-mentioned agreement by the 
eat of Cramwell was become void andnuM, ditfing. 
whpſe Govertynene they had not in the leaſt ſycain- 
the Exg5þ Nation, ad ſhould not tow Have 
ered any thing againſt them, if not the ſt Admi- 
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 morg.pasticular conditions, .had voluntatily! con- 


Tente to the ſearching. of Engliſſhips, whom thoſe 
of Algierscould meet at Sea, and the taking out of 


 them-any goods belonging to other Nations, toge- 


ther with the People ſubject to other forreign Prin- 
ces .or States their pretended Enemies; Common 
xeaſon therefore did ſufficiently dittate, that not 
onely ſuch Foods and perſons were lawful prize, 
but likewiſe ſhip and all, for according to the tenets 
of their Alcorax they.counted all thoſe friendsene- 
miies who gave the. leaſt aſſiſtance to their enemies;ſo 
that they, would maintain they had not violatedithe 

rectnent made with Cromwell, but the Engl;hthem- 
ſelves, who: countenanced and tranſported their eries 
mics over Sca to the great: prejudice of thoſe who 
were to.purſue them. Concerning the Admirals 
threats they did not greatly value them, adding, 
that in regard .it was again{t the cuſtom of the Go- 
vexnment of Algiers that a fleet of men of war ſhould 
come into their road, andafore their City, to the 
ſlighting of. the reſpe@ due to an ever victorious 
Terkiſp Emperour, it would be proper for the Engliſh 
Admizal to depart thence with his whole Fleet with« 
in.thxee hours,. otherwiſe they in the name of the 
Grand.$eignior and their Governmentdeclared him:

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The Deputies RL: returned back 'to the 
City, but his Lordſhip not to looſe anytime, gave 
immediately orders for attaining the Enemy, eſpe- 
cially for the firing and ruining of 3o of their beſt 
Pyzate ſhips. His Lordſhip himſelf undertook to 
batter the Caſtle with the Cannon of his ſhip, with 6 - 
others, the reſt were divided in rwo Squadrons,who 
wereto ply upon' the City, to frighten the People 
within, as 1n effeCfthey did 3 But the wind turning 
Northward -hindred the reſotution taken, viz. to 
deſtroy.-all the & H-98 ſhips, for the Ergliſh againſt 
their will and orders were by the wind hoe too 
near the ſhore, that they could not mannage their 
ſhips as they ought, which cauſed them forthe pre- 
ſent to give over the enterprize, receiving no grea- 
ter hurt then the difabling of two Frigorts, which 
were ſent to $p4in tobe there repaired. The wind 
continuedAtillcempeſtuous that day and the follow- 
mg, which gavethe Infidels inthe City much time 
and opportunity to put themſelves into a better po- 
ſture of defence. On the ſixteenth, at night the 
windcame fair again, which no ſooner perceived, 
but che Ewrgl/iſb Admiral gave order for a fecond at- 
tempt, dividing the Fleet into ſeveral Squadrons, 
with five great fire-ſhips ,-and fome ten or twelve 
rowing ſloopes, full of fire-works and burning ma- 
terials, torow under the force of theſmoak totho 
Ships and Galleys -of the Enemy, and if poſlible, to 
ſer. them-onfire. -On the ſeventeenth in the mor- 
ning at break of day, the Engliſh Ficet began again 
to pour: broad-ſides from all. the Ships upon the 
\Ceſtle, for the wind was ſo favourable, that all the 
Frigots cach after another paſſing and repaſling pre-

- whole hours, until the Walls were, battered all jr- 
pieces, and diſmounted of all the Cannon which be-: 
foreindangered-the Engliſh ſhips, who had 60.;\men+ 
killed, and fiveſhips very muck-tonn and.difabjed.; 
The Caſtle being thes diſmantled,theFleet carrying: 
the afore-mentioned fire-ſhips in the midſt; ſer di- 
rettly upon the ſhips of the Infidels,on which having 
bravely fired of all ſides with much advantage from 
the wind, 18. Capital Ships of the Enemy were: 
within a few hours wholly deſtroyed, which was 
molt formidable to behold, not ſo much for the ſhips 
, fake or the Infidels that were in them, but for the 
lamentation and out-cry of the Chriſtian ſlaves who 
were likewife there, of whom yet 1100. were ſaved 
by the ſloopes and boats that went to filh them our 
of the water, and more might have been ſaved, but 
as the powder within the Turki/b Ships took fire, it 
gave ſuch a terrible — that jt was not poſfible to 
come near them; Beſides theſe 18 Ships three of. the 
beſt Gallyes are likewiſe with men and all burnt and: 
ſent into the Air, the reſt of the Ships had timely 
weighed Anchor and run cloſe aſhore, where the. 
Tirks had: caſt up a ſmall Retrenchment guarded 
with 28. pieces of Ordnance, to diſpute the Ernglish 
their landing... This Enterprize being after nine 
hours work = finiſhed, 'the Fleet in the after- - 
noon again began to fire upon the City, and conti- 


nued ſo effetually until the eighteenth at night,that 
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excording tothe repore f'a Hg os!
